An echo of Mem or a1 Day last 
month was heard at the June meet­ 
ing of council, Thursday evening, 
when William Hersh, Gettysburg 
attorney, representing the parish­ 
ioners of Prince of Peace Episco­ 
pal church, asked the councilmen 
to have the lawn in front of the 
church, damaged by a refreshment 
stand May 30, restored to its for­ 
mer condition.
